The Tokyo High Com.)

In an 
attempt to conceal the ex- 
tent of their reverses, they 
are putting out fantastic 
claims of losses by the 
Allies. 

One such frantic boast was 
that the entire Netherlands 
East Indies fleet had been 
sunk. The Dutch naval com- 
mander yesterday scotched this 
by announcing that his fleet 
was absolutely intact, at sea, 
and ready for action. 

At the same time the Dutch 
commander gave the news that 

One Japanese cruiser was 
sunk near Amboina, to the 
west of New Guinea. 

Another cruiser and a sub- | 
marine were hit off Amboina, 
though it was not possible to 
observe whether they sank. 

A large enemy transport 
was hit by a heavy bomb and 
left sinking off the west 
coast of Borneo. 

In the air the Japanese 
losses are far higher than the 
factory output of planes. 

A Rangoon message last | 
night says that over Burma} 
alone the Japanese air losses 
so far are put at 134 planes, 
with another 44 probably 
destroyed and 43 damaged. 

In obtaining these successes 
we lost only 12 planes and 
another one damaged. 

Of 24 Japanese planes which} 
attacked the Rangoon airport 
yesterday, two were shot down 


and two others probably 
destroyed. All our planes

Less Accurate Bombing | 

So serious are the enemy 
air losses that the Jap airmen 
have probably been ordered not 
to risk their machines.

WO British convoys 
and their Navy and 
RAF escorts have just 
hit back so fiercely at 

German bombers that at 
least two raiders plunged 
into the sea and three were 
damaged. 

The ships sailed on to port 
without a casualty and with 
only superficial damage to one 
merchantman. 

A Dornier was shot down by 
the steamships Highweir and 
Helder. H.M.S. Leeds (former 
American destroyer) and H.M.S. 
Puffin hit and damaged three 
others. 

News of these battles was given 
in the following Admiralty com- 


muniqué last night :— 
“On Thursday two Dorniers 
attempted to attack a convoy 


among whose escort were H.M.S. 
Pytchley and H.M.S. Mendip,” the 
communiqué added. 

“ The enemy was engaged by the 
ships and at first driven off, but | 
later one Dornier succeeded in 
pressing home its attack. 

“This aircraft was engaged at 
short range and shot down by 
steamships Highweir and Helder. 
It exploded on hitting the sea. 
There were no enemy survivors. 
“ The surviving Dornier was inter- 

cepted and engaged by RAF fighter 
aircraft on convoy escort and was 
seen by the ship of the escort to 
fall in flames. 


SECOND ATTACK 


“On the following afternoon an- 
other convoy was twice unsuccess- 
fully attacked. The first attack 
was by five Dorniers and one 
Junkers 88. 

“This force of. enemy aircraft 
was engaged by H.M.S. Leeds and 
driven off. 

“One Dornier was seen to be 
on fire, and the second Dornier, 
which had jettisoned its bombs 
on being hit, was last seen to be 
in considerable difficulty. 

“The second attack was made 
by three Dorniers. The enemy was} 
again driven off, and one Dornier 
was seen to be severely damaged 
by the gunfire of H.M.S. Puffin. 

“Both these convoys reached 
their destinations without further 
incident.”

The Nazi High Command 
is throwing new reserves into 
the central part of the front 
—in vain. For in that sector 
the Red Armies have 
recovered many hamlets 
during the past few days. 


Not only have the Germans 
intensified their efforts to halt 
the progress of the Soviet 
forces; they have resorted to 
the method of local counter- 
attack. 

But the Russians press on, deal- 
ing smashing blow after blow and 
giving the Huns no chance of 
making stands in advantageously 
fortified places. 

Especially is this so on the Mos- 
cow front, where a violent offen- 
sive was continued yesterday 
against the encircled town of 
Rzhev, one of the main obstacles 
in the drive towards Smolensk. 

News yesterday of the fighting 
for the town indicated that this 
key-point in the German defen- 
sive system north-west of Mos- 
cow was deomed; its defenders 
trapped by encircling Soviet 
forces; and its fortifications 
crumbling under the withering 
fire of Red Army guns. 


DEPLETED RESERVES 


The Nazi garrison, reported to 
be running short of food and am- 
munition, offered fierce resistance 
to the heavy Soviet tanks which 
mopped up strong-point after 
strong-peint on the. town’s.-outer 
defences. 

On the SOUTH-WESTERN and 
SOUTHERN fronts, Marshal Timo- 
shenko's drives are also forcing the 
Germans to use reserves which 
were intended for the “spring 
offensive.” 

In the CRIMEA, German and 
Rumanian forces are trying hard 
to dislodge the Soviet troops from 
the Kerch Peninsula, where the 
Russians made surprise landings 
some time ago. 

A Bucharest communiqué claims 
that the combined forces have 
made considerable headway, but 
admits that the Soviet troops still 
hold the north-east corner of the 
Peninsula, including the port of 
Kerch and the neighbourhood of 
Yenikale 

Activity on the part of the Soviet 
Back Sea Fleet is also indicated by 
the statement that German 
artillery “has repelled attempts by 
Soviet warships to bombard the 
coast.”

T is a Spanish proverb: Who 
rides on the wolf dare not 
dismount. The man I must 
call oy his nickname, Rubio, 
quoted it. Rubio ineans 
* Biond,” or “ Light Hair.” 
Rubio's hair was yellow, once, 
but now it is of a dull, dead brown 
shot with grey, and a great tuft of 
it has disappeared from the fore- 
part of his head.

My wife was a fine and beautiful 
woman, a great and noble, sym- 
pathetic woman. 

I heard about the change of 
Government. It made no differ- 


ence to me. I went on with my 
work. 
Then I heard about the war 


that Franco was making, and still 
I did not care. I had no interest 
in anything except my home. My 
heart was for nothing else. 


LAW-ABIDING 


ADRID was Govern- 

@ ment. I am a law- 

abiding citizen whoever 
governs. One day a customer 
took me aside and said: 

“ Mozo—a word in your ear.” 

And he suggested that if I hap- 
pened to hear any conversation, 
any information, that might be 
useful to Franco, he would pay 
me well for it. He only suggested 
it. 

I said “I will see,” and. later 
laid information against him— 
because I was a law-abiding man. 
He was arrested and shot. 

That is all I did in the Civil 


War. My eye made me of no use 
for active service. I carried on 
with my job in the cafe all 


through the Civil War. 

Times were hard and life was 
dangerous, especially towards the 
end....then it was terrible. 

But we got through. Madrid 
fell. Franco was Chief. I thought: 
Caballero or Franco—what dif- 
ference? I am a simple working 


man. I need little. I hurt 
nobody. Now the war is over. 
Good. Let us live in peace again. 


There were many German and 
Italian officers in Madrid. They 
were wicked and pitiless. They 
love to hit people and to give 
pain, those men, especially the 
German ones. 

Listen. I was going to my home 
from work, and walking behind a 
German officer. A very small boy 
was trotting after him. Children 
love soldiers 

The German officer told the boy 
to go away. The boy took no 
notice. 

The German turned and kicked 
him with all his force in the chest, 
and the boy fell down. I picked 
him up. He was hurt. 

I was angry, and shouted: “Is 
that the way to treat children?” 
And I called the officer a bad 
name. 

Before I knew what had hap- 
pened, I was arrested. 

I was beaten as I had never 
been beaten before. There were 
two big men. They said I wasa 
Red, and beat me. When one 


was tired, the other started; when 
he was tired, the first began 
again. 

They broke my nose as you see 
it now, and smashed my teeth. 
I became unconscious three times 


At last somebody said: “ Stop 
What is the use of killing the 
ig? ” 


They let me lie on a floor, 
and a little later some more men 
were thrown in with me. 

They had all been beaten. One 
of them had been kicked so badly 
that he died in the night. I wisn 
that I, also, had died that night; 
I should have been spared much 
suffering. 

I was there for a week. I was 
fed on soup that was nothing but 
dirty water, and a little bad bread. 
Then I was told that I was to be 
sent to a place near the Pyrenees, 
to work on the roads. 

I was never to see my wife and 
my children again. 


TOLD you I was sent to 

e work on the roads with 

a gang of prisoners. You 

know that I am not afraid of 
hard work. But that was not 
work we were sent to. It was 
slavery. 
* There were Germans among 
those who guarded us. You have 
read in books about the slaves in 
Egypt. and how they were 
whipped and ill-used until they 
died. 

If you buy a slave, at least you 
try to keep him alive—alive, so 
that he can work for you. But 
there, they are trying to kill the 
prisoners, 

You understand — it 
was a Nazi idea—there 
are always men to be got 
rid of; and this was a 
way of removing them. 

We slept in huts, old 
portable army huts 
made to accommodate 


SPAl 


thirty men. As many as a hun- 
dred were packed into one of these 
huts. There was no ventilation 
and no sanitation. 

The party with which I had 
come was dispersed; put in dif- 
ferent huts and different gangs. 
I found myself in a hut with 
ninety other men. 

When I saw them I nearly died 
of horror. 

They did not look like men any 
more. They were thin, so that 
their bones could be counted under 
the skin. Their hair and beards 
had grown long. Their eyes were 
dead—yes, like the eyes of dead 
men. 

There was not one among them 
who was not marked with the 
whip. That, again, is a German 
fashion. The German loves to 
handle a whip. 

They slept chained like beasts. 
rhey never talked, even among 
themselves. I am telling you the 
truth before God; they had lost 
the desire for speech, and the 
power of speech seemed to have 
gone from them. 

When they were given food they 
ate like wild dogs—tearing and 
gulping, almost without chewing. 

As soon as they were left alone 
they dropped and slept where they 
lay out of exhaustion, for they 
worked sixteen hours a day. If 
you fell sick there you died. 


SCUM OF SPAIN 


HERE were no doctors 

@ for the prisoners. I 

saw one man who had con- 
tracted pneumonia. In a delirium, 
he was dragged out to work. He 
could not lift his pick. 

They beat him until he died on 
the road, and another man was 
put in his place. 

The guards had bull-whips, 
terrible heavy whips which can 
split the hide of a steer. 

These guards were the scum of 
Spain, under the authority of 
Germans, mostly. Even if the 
guards were disposed to be merci- 
ful, they dared not be for fear of 
their own overseers. 

At the very break of dawn we 
were kicked out of the hut to 
work. There were great stones to 
be uprooted, broken, and carried 
away; great stretches of ground 
to be levelled. 

You would not have thought 
that these living skeletons could 
have had the strength to lift a 
heavy stone. But they did, under 
those whips. 

On my first day I worked from 
dawn to eleven o'clock under the 
burning sun. We had had no food,

Starving as I was, I 
could not touch it; bad fat floated 
on the top of a kind of sour 
water; the bread was made of 
acorns, sawdust, and spoiled corn 
Then, after an hour, we worked 
on until it was too dark to see; 
and so we were taken back to the 
hut to lie like animals in a 
hideous sleep. In a few short 
months men became mad there. 
Mad in the way I have 
described—they no longer talked, 
or looked at anything. They 
worked and waited for death. 


ESCAPE OR DIE 


OU will hardly believe 

me when I tell you 

that I was a whole year in 

this place. More and more Ger- 

mans came to take charge. Hun- 

dreds of prisoners died, and were 
quickly replaced. 

Our road progressed. It was 
leading towards a rocky, wild 
place, full of bushes, where there 
was a small precipice. 

It was here, nearly mad myself 
with my sufferings, that I deter- 
mined to escape or to die. My 
plan was to snatch one little 
moment when a guard was not 

looking, and throw 
myself over 
little precipice 
the thick bushes at 
the foot. 

A chance 


I took it. 


I took it when—by 
God's grace—a poor 


old man went mad and attacked 
a German overseer with a shovel. 
He fought like a devil until they 
killed him. 

But in the uproar (the others 
were so stunned and brutalised, 
poor devils, that they simply stood 
and stared) I slipped to the edge 
of the precipice and let myself 
roll over. 

It was thirty yards; not a sheer 
drop, but a very steep incline. All 
the breath was smashed out of 
me. My flesh was cut to ribbons 
against the stones that lay in the 
grass, My left wrist was broken.

Europe is full of people now | 


who work against the Nazis and 
the Fascists. 

He would have helped me to get 
into France. But I had to go to 
Madrid again, if it cost me my 
life. I had to see if my children 
and my wife were alive and well. 

I got to Madrid. There were 
others in the place that had been 
my home. Nobody knew me. I 
used to be fairly good-looking in 
an ordinary way. Now... well, 
you see me now. 

My wife? Dead. Children? 
The dark one, Pedro? Dead. 
The little tiny one, Felipe? Dead. 
Buried where? Nobody knows. 

And everywhere misery.... 
hunger, terrible hunger; and a 
weariness, a despair that would 


have made me weep if I had not| 


already wept out all the tears I 
had to shed. 

And so, gradually, I worked my 
way out of Spain And when 
there was war against Hitler I 
was glad. Now, perhaps, I may 
have a chance to kill Nazis and 
Fascists. I shall not die until I 
have killed some of them for 
what they have done to my chil- 
dren, and my wife, and Spain. 
and me. 

I do not know how I can do 
this; but a chance will come 
Somehow a chance will come. 

In Spain, by night, I have killed 
four. But I want more. I want 
them for a sacrifice, for a revenge, 
because I feel inside me some- 
thing that is bursting.
